Again the wheel of Time in its steady 


aiul perpetual revolution, has brought us

According to Bible history, 
and the faith of Christians based upon it, 
so important was the mission of Jesus to 
'he world, and so great the blessings 
that he came lo confer that angels were 
made the messengers to proclaim His 
con,imr, and, when nearly nineteen hun.- 
tireil years ago, they announced his ad- 
vent to shepherds on the plains of .Tudca, 
they broke the tidings in the following Inn- 
guat'e: "Behold we bring you glad tidings 
of great joy, which shall be to all peo- 
ple." 
And then it is said a multitude 


of the heavenly host filled the air, and 
sang "(dory to (tod in the highest ! on 
earth peace and good w i l l to men!1' 


\Vith this example on the part of Christ 


in bestowing gifts that can never be ap- 
proximated in value and impoitanccbv

sonally known to them. Let shoeless feet 
be shod; let tattered garments give place 
to comfortable clothing, and the little 
oues^in homes where parents are too poor 
to procure even the necessaries of life, 
much less holiday gifts, be made glad 
with such things as please the fancy of 
childhood. A litlle attention bestowed 
in this direction w i l l carry light to many 
a gloomy home, and cause many a child- 
ish heart to palpitate with joy, while at 
the same lime the giver is carrying out 
the true idea of Christmas. Such being 
the purpose of the Christmas anniversary, 
of course, any approach .to debauchery in 
connection with the festivities of the day 
is not only improper, as it is on all occa- 
sions, but most abhorrent to atiy one 
haying the least conception of the grand 
and beneficent object of the du}. and its 
observances, and we hope that no one 
may be found who will thus pervert the 
high and gracious designs of the Christ- 
mas anniversary. 


In presenting the above suggestions to

home last night, thinks that some cinned 
fruit was taken from the cellar, and also 
that some clothing was curried away.— 
Mrs. Levy left home on Monday, to be 
absent visiting friends during the holi- 
days.

Besides the damage to the house by fire, 


carpets and furniture are more or less 
damaged by water, so that the entire ios» 
to Mr. Levy may approximate three hun- 
dred dollars.

Grand Jury for wrong is immense. Wo 
have seen something 01 it here in f'hi- 
eago, and it has been a worse evil in 
many other place-. 
But proceeding 


upon the assumption that the average 
juror is honest in his heart, wa believe 
that it has outlived its usefulness, if it 
ever possessed any. 
.Men arc selected 


at random to fill its numbers, and in 
ninety-nine cases out of a hundred they 
are unacquainted with the delicate du- 
ties with which they arc intrusted.— 
The, prosecuting attorney is relied upon 
to guide them co their conclusions, and 
therefore to all intents and purposes 
he is made the arbiter in all matters of 
criminal presentment. It would be far 
better to have a competent magisterial 
board to examine into all such matters, 
and let the investigation be open and 
above board. 
Tn this way tho prosecu- 


ting attorney would occupy his proper 
place as attorney for the people, and 
entirely impartial judges of the facts 
and competent judges of the law would 
decide whether tlu complaint was wor- 
thy of further prosecution.

is a 


subject upon which comment should be 
elicited. 
We believe that the agitation 


will bring about a revision of tho law 
both here and in England, so that a 
more reliable tribunal for examining 
criminal charges will be instituted,—
